! liniiiiary ;irr;nif,'eineuts with the provin- 
I cial KuvermueiiL and that construction 
; work on the railway would bo begun 
I'orlinviLh. 

The eoinpany ohtaiiied ,'i charter at 
iast se.ssiuii nf tlic lc;,'isla I u re, the lirst 
of its kind under which any railway com- 
pany has undertaken in operate in (Can- 
ada. In the lirst iilaee the railway re- 
ceives no bonii.s, either in money or 
land, und secondly, it i.-s prncecdiii^' to 
build the road under its provincial ehai-- 
tur. The charter is lieil-d round with 
conditiouti, which railway proniotors 
hnvo declared impossible, but wliioh the 
Crow's Nest Southern peoide have ae- 
eei>ted and under which they propoeu to 
operate their road. 

At the time the application for a char- 
ter was before tho local house, a simil- 
ar application was before the Dominion 
parliament. If the latter had been giraut- 
ed it would have removed tlie railway 
from the jurisdiction of the province ami, 
for all practical purpo.sos, nuHilied tho 
Britinh Columbia charter. Mr, Lindsay 
was in Victoria in tho interests of his 
company duriu},' the .session, and ohrierv- 
ed the trend of public opinion and tho 
policy of the m'overnmeiit with Tegard 
to riiihvay lej,'islation. lie became con- 
vinced that the freiiuent trampling under 
foot of provincial rigiits by coinimnios, 
wliieh, h.'ivin;; :;eeured valiaable concL>s- 
sions from tlie province, placed thein- 
solves beyond its jurisdiction and control 
through the mediuin of a Dominion char- 
ter, declaring their roads public works 
in the interests of the whole of Canti- 
da, had weakened the faitli of the ]Mib- 
lie in all railway cnterprizes. He saw 
a cliauce of proving the bona fides of his 
company and at tlie same time assist- 
ing the govcrninent and people of Brit- 
ish Columbia to establish an important 
precedent in railway legislation, and, act- 
ing on his conviction, advised his prin- 
cipals to ab.'Uidon their apiilication at 
Ottawa niid carry out tlieir undertaking 
under the provincial charter. After <>on- 
siderablo argument on his part, this was 
done, and the result is that yceterday 
tho Crow's Nest Southern Railway Co. 
entered, -into th© folIowJugv arrangements 
with the •government o£ British Colutii- 
bia:

The company has given securil.v, to 
the satisfaction of tlio Lieutenaiit-Gov- 
eriior in Council: That the Lieutenant- 
tJovomor in Council shall have tho right 
from time to time to fix maximum rates 
of freight and po-ssengor trallic, and the 
company shall not charge rates higher 
than those so fixed; 

That in tho event of the Dominion le- 
gisbiture bringing this railway conii)any 
under the exc'lnsive jurisdiction of the 
parliament of Canndiv»the forciroing con- 
dilnniis shall be carried out liy the co. fi- 
lially :is a contract iind obligation ol" 
said conipaiiy prior to any other charge 
thciviiii.

'J'he above agreement is amy before tho 
e.x'ecutive for acceptance and ratilieation 
and immediately this is done the Crow's 
-Vest Southern Railway Coniiiany will 
come into existence and be enipowerod 
lo begin the work of railway construo- 
lion, for it will be observwl that tho 
agi'eeniont i8 made by the Crow's Nl^st 
Coal Company jis a security for its duo 
caiTying out by the railway company. 

The Crow's Nest Southern railway is 
to run from Michel, on tho liuo of tho 
C. P. It. Crow's Nest branch, southerly, 
f(dlowing the valley of tho Elk river to 
Iho international boundary, 55 miles, 
thence to .Teimings, Montana, on tho 
main line of tho G-reat Northern, 95 
miles. Surveyois have boon in tho field 
for some time ,'ind tho preliminary sur- 
veys are so far completed that construc- 
tion can begin at any time. The work 
will bo begun at Michel and be contin- 
ued ,soiitliward with all possible speed 
until .Tennings is reached. It is expect- 
ed that the road will be complete and 
ojien for traffic by October 1, a year bo- 
fore the charter calls for more prelim- 
inary work. Tho cause for this haste is 
the desire of the company to get their 
coal and coke on tho United States mar- 
ket bciforo winter sots in, and to secure 
orders that will keep their mines workin,; 
to their full capacity, Wtih regard to 
the objections to the road, on tho ground 
that it would divert tho supply of coal 
and coke from the Canadian mines and 
Kiiielters, Mr, Dindsiiy said that far from 
that being tho case, the smelters on this 
side are now overstocked with coke and 
are not likely to require more for some 
time, and iti any event the company will 
be in a position to fill every order. 

The road runs from Mlohol to ^lor- 
risey creek, about half way to the bonn- 
dar.v, through a magnificant coal area, 
while the precious metals nbonnd in the 
Hurrounding country. The valley of the 
IClk river is fairly level, aud no heavy 
gr.'idcs, or serious diincnltics, have been 
reported by the engineers, eonswiuently 
the road will be pushed rapidly to com- 
pletion, tho cost per mile being roughly 
estimated at ,"s'20,000, exclusive, of 
course, of equipment.

"Mr. Li:Klsay is well pleased with tho 
resiilt.s of his negotiations with the jiro 
vincial governnient and feels confident 
I hat the road will becmne a potent fac- 
tor in the future prosiierity of the Ea.st 
Kootenay district. The increased de- 
mand for coal and coke liy the ojieniiig 
of the I'aited Ktate.s market will nece>t- 
sitate the coal company's more than 
ilonbiiiig its present oulpul, thus giving 
empliiyiiieiit to liiindreiis of men, and iii- 
direetiy liene|iting many thousands. He 
regards the ratilieation of this agree- 
ment liy the government as the most im- 
port.in: step ill railway legislation ever 
;;ikcn by a Canadian province, Hritish 
Coliiniliia .showing an example to the 
rest of the Dominion by ending for good' 
and all the time honored, but now ox- 
lilmled, policy of allowing clever -wire 
pulleiw to wax fat at the oxiwnse of the 
provinces.

eommilte," and Jlr. ,Shau;;!iiiessy. He 
also gave an .■ici-ounl of the progress of 
the trackmen's strike on tlu> Maine Cen- 
Iral. lie apiH\'ileil earnestly to the strik- 
ers to stand by him. and not go hack 
to work. lie admitti'd that the C. P. R. 
had paid and was pa.vini,' its tracUiiuMi 
higher Avaces than the Grand TirW; or 
Intercolonial, biii said this had nothing 
lo do with tile question, and that t'o- 
C. I'. K. should 111. eoiniiidb'.l to ad- 
vance the rate still further to .SI. 50 )ier 
day, to <>very laborer they employed. 

Mr. Sanderson, who followed, "urged 
llie men to stand logether. Mr. Arm- 
strong pointwl out ill slronir terms tliat 
ihe public mind was prejudiced against 
the strike by the fact that the C, P, 
K, was actnally treating its men better 
in regard to vvagefi than the Grand 
Trunk or the Dominion irovernnient rail- 
way system.

Comment on the Disclosures About 
United States Locomotives. 

I'Toin Montreal (;:.2i,'tte. 

Sir Alfred Hickman, nn o.x-presi- 
deut of the British Inm Trade Associa- 
tion, has taken up the defence of Brit- 
ish inainifaetiireiv; against the volume o-f 
press ami otlier criticism, in which they 
have been represented as ftiUing in cajia- 
city und enterprise behind tlie world, and 
e5,,0c'i.illy behiml their trade rivals iu the 
United States. As Sir .Vlfred points out, 
men of iBritish birth are much more as- 
sociated with the great discoveries in 
iron and steel productions than those of 
(ho United States, or, in fact, of any 
country. 'Nellson devised the hot blast 
process of smelting; Cort invented the 
puddling system; Bessemer's name is as- 
sociated with the greatest invention for 
cheapening steel proilnction. The suc- 
cess of the United States in iron and 
(iteel making has been in the use of these 
processes on tlie largest sciile, and the 
iiiime most noted 'n this connection is 
that of a :nan of British birth, Andrew 
Carnegie. The development of the iron 
ami steel industry in the United States 
liiis been something astoiiisliiiig. Tlie 
countrj- ijosswsed great coal fields anil 
immense deposits of oie iiiid other con- 
stitiients in the production of tlie mosC 
useful metal, ami tluoiigli its railways 
it li:is such a dinnestic market as no oth- 
er could ctuumanil. When circunistaiices 
biiiuglit into eoniliinatioii v.itli suidi con- 
ilitions the skill anil capital ncded there 
ivas stunething like a revolntioii in trade 
cimilitii.iii.s. There h.'is been much moro 
■■apid ilcvolopment in thi' I'niteil States 
than in Cireat, Hritain, because thcTe was 
a greati'r oi)portunity f.ir it in the for- 
mer country. It is only in the p.'ist few 
years tliat the conditions have becom 
eiinalized, the proilneers in each conn- 
try contiidling their own market and 
looking abroad for the demand that will 
lie a large, if not a main cause, of fur- 
ther growth. There is no reason to 
iloubt that the United States iron mak- 
ers will continue to push their way in 
foreign markets; and there ia just as lit- 
tle that their British rivals will make a 
giMxl showing against them. The <dii 
lainl has parted with much of its energy- 
to the new. The names of Morso and 
Howe mill Thcmipsnn and Westinghoiiso 
iind McCormack and Edison, that .stainl 
clear on the li.st of the rnited States' 
great inveiilors show to what race they 
owe llivii- iiri'_-iii: but they ilo nut show 
lh;it the emigratiim th.'it bnnight their 
f.'ilhcrs to .\niei'ica riibbcil (ireat I'.rit.iiii 
of ail of their km 1. There were Sii'ph- 
ensDiis and l''arail.i,. s ami Kelvins and 
Nasmytlis and .Vi'inst n iiigs ami l.airds 
i-ivalling in England the work that .\ni- 
erica's best nieu v.-ere doiug for this con- 
tinent ami f ir the woiid. lirilish inm 
prodncciM ami iiro.iii -i rs of every kind 
will have to work harder to hold their 
own in the rntiire; but the' can b,' safely 
tni.sted to ill) it. and thosi^wlm can speai; 
with best anthorilv for tlieni indieate 
that they are i.repai-ei| to ib, it. The

bilitics, important us we have always 
thought its relative place in the Domin- 
ion to be, ill! such ideas fall slmrt tif the 
ri'ulity. \\'lieii one trivrs iitteiitinu to 
any i)articiilar portion of the province, 
he is certain to bo impressed with its 
potential greatness, but it is only after 
taking a review of the w'ho'e field that 
the stupeiiilcjiis magnitude of the re- 
sources of British Columbia presents it- 
self -with its full force. 

The secoml lesson is that the develop- 
ment of such n province is a task of 
no ordinary gravity. To con.stnict the 
trunk lines of railway necessary to open 
■tlii.s province so that its gre;il riches can 
lie exploited will add at least :.',0(MJ miles 
to the railway railenge, and Uic cost 
thcn>of will reach the enormous sum of 
.'<(;(l.<MI(l,01l<). This is a t reiiientloiis pro- 
position to be roiiteniiilated by a gov- 
ernment supported by a po]iulation of 
iibout 150,000 people. Yet it must be 
grapjiled with, if British Columbia is 
1o take its j)roper jvlaee among the coun- 
tries of tlie world, anil wliiit i,-^ of even 
greater iinportan<M', its solution cannot 
be very long delayeil. In the above esti- 
iiuite onl.v trunk lines have been taken 
into ronsiilerat ion. Tlieir const riK't ion 
will ininii-iliuloly lend lo Ihc biiildiiu; 
<if bi-nncli lilies, loll;: or short, whicli in 
a little while would nmloubteiUy leiiii 
to the expenditure of .?1."),(XM),(XXJ more. 
That is to say the opening «if British Civ 
lumbia by a system of railways at all 
comiilete will cull for the P.vpeliiliture of 
at least, .fTo.DlHI.dOil. I^it as every one 
knows, ill this province caiiitjil and set- 
tlement f<dlf)w the construction of rails 
wa.v lines, ami man.v millions wmilil be 
immiHliately invested, so tlial ii is i|uite 
-v\-illiiii ilic ran^'e of reasoiial.le proba- 
bility that a policy of railway eonstrue- 
tlon, so conrprehensive as to embnice 
all p.'irts of the [>rovinci\ w h, re tlie 
bnililin^' •■f railway-; o.an be jnstiliod by 
the resoun-cs of ilo' conntry, \vouM lea-1 
to the expenditure, either for the build- 
ing of the lines themselves oi- in eiiniiei'- 
tion with the industries following in ttieir 
tr.iin. than llie vast sum Of $1(JO,0<X).(M»0. 
Surely a poliey which involves so much 
is no light matter. Surely if we sjiy 
that Hritish Colnniliia aim ITers oppor- 
tunity for the exhibition of .-i very higli 
class of practical slalesniansliip, we do 



not exaggerate. We want to impress this 
upon the public. People ask why the 

goveruinent does not open the province, 
why some line of i)olicy is not adopted 
whicli will enable its great wealtli to be 
utilized. The people of iSimilkameen. the 
people of the Okanagan valley, the pnople 
along the line to Cariboo, the people of 
Vancouver Island, the pi'ople of Cassiar, 
the people of Kasteru Kooteiiay— in short 
the iieople of every si-ttled portion of the 
jirovince are crying out for development 
works. The above figures will give such 
l)eopIe some conceptiob of the great mag- 
nitude of the task, which they all agreed 
ill demanding shall be uiulertaken. When 
they come to think of it they will rea- 
lize that what tliey ask is something 
calling for the gravest considenition, and 
that all that has yet been proposed, lib- 
eral a.s it ha;; been in proi)oniou to the 
present revenue of tJie [irovince, falls 
very fur short of what will have to bo 
done, if our magnificent lieritiige is lo be 
made available during the lifi-time td' the 
presi'iil generation. 

Jtut railway i-oust ruction is not all 
that is called for. Koads, trails and 
bridges, suitable to the reiiuin-meiit only 
of dliosu sections now absolutely de- 
mamliug them, will call for the outlay 
i>f a viu-y large sum of nioni'y, and when 
the rail\\-ays have been liuilt the demand 
under this head will be greatly auu' 
ineiitetl. W'u tlo not think it excessivi' to 
istimate that the building of the rail- 
ways needeil to properly oi><.'U uU parts 
of t.tiis pri>vini-e, known to be w.irth 
opening, and the roads, trails, bridges and 
otlier public wx>rks, which will be ueedeU 
in consetiuciice' ot such railway develop- 
nu'iit, will call f<ir an outlay of at least 
1^1 1 1(1.1 Kit 1,1 Kit). 

Will this s.irt of ixdicy pay'.' We may 
say at the outset that we do not pro- 
ixise that the province of British Colum- 
bia shall embark upon a iiolicy calliiu,' 
for the expeiiditiue out of the public 
treasury of 5;UH1,(MHI,()(KI. Tlua-e wouUl 
be no Use in lu-oiHising such a tning, 
because it coidd not be carried out. What 
we ilo say is that tlu- iiolicy of pro- 
vincial develoi>im'nt on a scale in keeping 
with the wealth of I, he province will call 
for tlie.)utlny of that amount. We have 
no cul-and-drii-d solution of the iiroblein 

10 offer. It is necessary first to u]>pre- 
ciate the nature of u problem before at- 
tempting to solve it, and more consiili'ra- 
lion than wi' have been, or JW.ssibly can, 
he tible to give this subject is necessary 
before even suggesting a tentative way 
of dealing with it.
